A Wcaltliy murderer Lynclied. 

SocoBHO, N. M., Jan. 23. -At 1 o'clock 
this morning Joel Fuwler, a n-;ted Socono 
denporado, waa tnker. from jail, despite 
frantic appeals for mercy and cries for 
help, and dra;;t<ed .s iieij;hb'iri ng tree 
and hanged. The crime for which he was 
hanged was the murder of a man named 
Jamca K Cale. Some time in Novomber 
Fowler, with a number of druiil<(;n co.n- 
])aiiinnii, took poaaoasion of th-i tov/ii and 
marched through ihc streets, tirmg iatri 
windows and making citizens dance and 
sing at the mouth of rovolvcra. Gale in- 
terfered to prevent bloodshed, and was 
Hliibbed to death by rowler, who was ar- 
rested, found guilty, and aentenced to bo 
haiigt'fi the -illl inst. An appi.-a! was 
taken and the case adjourned iiiitd iu-it 
term. (Jalo is anid |.o be the "eveiiih vic- 
tim. Fowler was worth §100,000, and 
would have used his wealth to purchase 
witnesses, and having g^jod reason to be- 
lieve tho law would lieiay aio.l re-'ull In 
his tiiial release, the ciliz,eiis took tiiecaaft 
in their own hands.

Ther.' !ir.) oli men yet in the 
men who caijiiot be reached. They aro 
all aiqiposed to be dead. The e.vplosion 
was of snub force us to entirely wreck the 
engine iu the engine house, wl^ich stood 
fully lOU feet from the entrance. It is 
sujjposod that the e.xplosioii was caused by 
aleak iii thoftir coinpresser. Tho Crested 
Butiea peiqilo are diung all possible to 
rescue the miners, and Ivv, specials havo 
gone lip from h.Te Attn tloctors and 
others on board.

The e.xplo»ion occurred either 
in chamlier one or tivo, just half an hour 
after the day for.-'o ..f sixty-aeveu men 
had gone Li w.irk. I h.'ro were ten nii-ii 
at Work in eliaoi oer four. These escaped 
unhurt, o^i-.^pi John .ingus, who was in 
the pass.-ige \%ay just outside the cham- 
ber. Hois badly burned, but will re- 
cover. Fifiy-floven men were at work in 
chambers one and two, and these are all
